American College Test test scores. Ininstances 
when the number of scholarships is not evenly 
divisible by nine (9), an equal number will be 
awarded in each congressional district. The 
remaining scholarships will be declared at 
large scholarships. These will be used to 
provide awards to both students in the event of 
a tie in scores, grade point average and class 
rank.
